It  gives  me  pleasure  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  1954«  The  report 
follovTs  the  general  lines  laid  down  in  the  advice  of  the  relevant  Jlinistry  of 
Health  Circulars  and  deals  with  the  public  healtli  matters  coming  within  my 
responsibility.  Statistics  Eire,  of  course,  included,  and  the  ones  I have 
used  will  interest  you. 

Our  several  water  supplies  h&ve  been  chemically  and  bacteriologically 
satisfactory  and  copies  of  repoi*ted  examinations  are  appended. 

One  hundred  and  fifteen  children  were  immunised  against  diphtheria  - five 
less  than  in  1953*  As  we  can  expect  one  hundred  and  forty  five,  or  more,  birtlis 
each  ye£ir,  circumstances  fraught  with  potential  danger  may  one  day  arise  if  this 
level  of  immunisation  is  not  raised. 

Only  sixty-five  notifications  of  infectious  disease  were  received.  This 
was  a great  improvement  on  the  customaiy  figure.  In  1953?  v/hen  we  had 
epidemics  of  v/hooping  cough  and  measles,  there  were  three  hundred  and  sixty 
ei^t. 

The  vital  statistics  tables  show  that  our  death  rate  and  birth  rate  were 
better  than  the  rates  for  England  and  Wales.  Our  death  rate  was  8,5  per 
thousand  of  the  population.  That  of  England  and  Wales  was  11.3.  The  birth 
rate  of  15.59  compared  vd.th  15.2  for  the  whole  country.  The  two  rates  were 
also  better  than  the  figures  of  1954.  As  there  was  only  one  death  aamong 
children  under  one  year  of  age  our  infantile  death  rate  was  veiy  low,  but 
comparison  of  this  figure  wd-th  the  figures  for  England  and  Wales  would  be 
misleading,  as  our  rate,  relating  to  such  a small  population,  is  subject  to 
sharp  fluctuation.  Nevertheless  our  annual  average  rate  is  a lew  one. 

Once  again  there  was  no  maternal  death. 

I would  like  to  record  my  grateful  thanks  to  my  colleagues  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  for  their  loyal  services.

Intensified  sainpling  for  chemical  "bacteriological  analyses  of  water,  both 
from  the  Derwent  Valley  YiTater  Board  and  from  local  resoiirces  has  been  continued 
throughout  the  year.

Samples  from  the  mains  have  been  taken  daily  throughout  the  year, 
subjected  to  the  presumptive  test  for  B,  Coli  and  every  analysis 
has  sha'ai  negative  results.

Sandies  have  been  taken  three  times  a week  and  subjected  to  an 
extended  chemical  and  bacteriological  examination  by  the  Ci'ty 
Analyst,  Mr.  F.C.  Bullock,  B.Sc.,  P.R.I.C.
